Whether or not the proposed new state of 
F,astern Kentucky camo a step nearer to reality 
ia debatable, however, as John Whisman, execu- 
tive director of the Kastem Kentucky Regional 
Planning Commission was popularly received 
with his advocation that the only seceding ne- 
cessary was a “secession from our present state 
of affairs” 

Whisman. the principal speaker of the even- 
ing in the absence of expected state officials, 
told the crowd a unified F.astern Kentucky 
was needed, and that people here could "get a 
big yes” to demands if they presented a unified 
appeal to the right sources.

Whisman explained that the Commission 
of nine men he was representing was an able 
body, and that they should be used as the 
voice of the mountain region He compared 
the idea of secession to the old medical remedy 
for curing human ailmeaits by bleeding "We 
have bled enough We need more of putting 
back together,” Whisman said. 

Ray Collins, Whltesburg, leader of the se- 
cession movement, said afterwards; ‘Tm still 
going to fight for secession if they don’t do 
something.”
